The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding.

Mr. Perry L. Jones presented a petition in writing for an extension of
the city limits to include ^0 acres of land, known as the WILLOW BROOK ADDI-
TION. The matter was referred to the City Attorney to have the proper ordi-
nance drawn.

Mr. Perry L. Jones presented a petition in writing, asking that the water
contract entered into on August 26, igUl, "between the City of Austin and
£. R, Scheiffer and wife, Jeannette Scheiffer, and later assigned to Perry L.
Jones, "be rescinded and declared of no further force and effect, and in con-
sideration of the City of Austin's being relieved,of any and all liability
under said contract, the said City of Austin pay to Perry L. Jones, present
holder of said contract, the cash sum of $1279.00. Councilman Wolf moved
that Petitioner's request be granted. !Ehe motion carried by the following
vote;

Kenneth R. Lamkin, Attorney for E. H. G-ivens, owner, and Story Frazier,
lessee, of the property at 19& East 12th Street, came "before the Council and
requested permission to withdraw his clients1 application for a change in zon-
ing of said property from "C-l" Commercial to.wC-2tt Commercial, in order to
submit an amended application covering all of. the north side of the "block if
same can "be secured.

Thereupon Mayor Miller announced that the ordinance had been finally pass-
ed.

Councilman Bartholomew offered the following resolution, and moved its
adoption;

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, lulcher and Burgher are the contractors for the erection of a
building located at 2612 Guadalupe Street, and desire a portion of the sidewalk
and street space abutting Lots K and L, Outlet 62, Division "D", of the
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Original City of Austin, (Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the
"building, such space to "be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore,

BE IT EESOLVED BY THE CITY' COUNCIL OF THE CITY OS1 AttSOT;

1. TEAT space for the uses hereinat>ove enumerated "be granted to said
Fulcher and Burgher, the "boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above
described property; thence in a northerly direction
and at right angles to the centerline of West 27th
Street approximately lU feet north of the south curb
line to a point; thence in a westerly direction and
parallel with the centerline of West 27th Street
approximately HO1 to a point; thence in a southerly
direction and at right angles to the centerline of
West 27th Street to the north line of the above de-
scribed property.

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above de-
scribed property; thence in an easterly direction
and at right angles to the ceaterline of Guadalupe
Street approximately 6 feet east of the west curb
line; thence in a southerly direction and parallel
with the centerline of (Juadalupe Street approximate-
ly 100 feet to a point; thence in a westerly direct-
ion and at right angles to the centerline of Guada-
lup© Street to the southeast corner of the above
described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said M.cher and Burgher, hereinafter termed "contractor", upon the following
express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a H-foot walkway within the outer
boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be protected
on each side by a guard rail at least U feet high and substantially braced
and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along the
pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it "becomes necessary for any reason, to" install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall, upon notice from the Building Inspector,
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load*

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate, which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use,
and at all times t&at such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This
gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working space
shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.
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(*0 SCShat "&0 Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
"barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work office
within such allotted working space provided such work office is not within
25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the construction of such "barricades*

(7) That provisions shall "be made for the normal flow of all storm waters
in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any, damage done due
to obstructions of any such storm waters.

(S) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway,
barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness, and
provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose mater-
ials, and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after the
necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such time
to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event, all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment, and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 1, 1947.

:(lO) That the City reserves the ri^it to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not be
exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant, reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed or
injured,as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contract-
or, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the
Contractor's expense,

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond in
the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemnify,
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims for damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austir
and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement, and all other
public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construct-
ion work, and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other
safeguards during the occupancy of the space.
